Friendly negotiations with the owners of the Reid Milling 
Company ended in the decision by the owners to breach the top 
step of their dam and thus hopefully ailowing trout and salmon 
to jump over the bottom step and proceed upstream. 


The breach at the hydro dam in Streetsville is to be repaired 
this September because it is ammediately over a sewer line.

for trout and salmon and these are the hydro dam and the 


Georgetown dam. Both these dams are colc and badly in need of 


repair and no lonzer serve the purpose for which they were built.

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expected to increase markedly in the near future. The Great 
Lakes Fishery Commission is spending a significant portion of 
$3 million/year to treat Lake Ontario streams for sea lamprey. 


There is a significant unsatisfied demand for angling from 
residents in the general Toronto area. This demand is closely 
tied to a lack of supply. There has been an estimated decrease 
in angling opportunity in Ontario, and one of the main causes 
for this is a significant loss of quality habitat to produce 
fish. The Credit River has an untapped source of such quality 
habitat for trout production in the upper reaches. 


In 1972 the Ontario Cabinet approved a program to revitalize the 
fishery throughout the province. A rehabilitated Lake Ontario 
system would be expected to produce annually 28 million dollars 
from the sport fishery and 4 millicn angler days. This recovery, 
however, hinges on extensive fish plantings and increasing the 
potential of tributaries to Lake Ontario to produce self-sustain- 
ing fish populations. The Credit River has a great potential as 
a hatchery and nursery tributary for salmonids. 


In a recent survey, the Ministry of Natural Resources designated 
six tributaries out of a total of 62 along the north shore of 
Lake Ontario as the most important tc the production of salmonid 
and related fish species. The Credit River is not one of the 
six because of the dams along its length. However, with the 
dams removed the Credit could then contribute immeasurably to 
the production of migratory trout to the Lake Ontario fishery. 


It has been suggested that fishways could be incorporated into 
these remaining dams. Fishways are expensive to install, and 
they are not a complete solution. Furthermore both remaining 
dams especially the hydro dam are so weak that installing a fish 
ladder into them would result in the collapse of the dams. If 

a fishway were built a whole new dam would have to be built, and 
such a venture would be very costly and not very reasonable. 
Engineers have pointed out that the hydro dam is so damaged that 
it might be washed out in the near future. 


We are not considering costs at the moment or the agency involved 
but we would like to know if, in principle, the City of 
Mississauga would sanction the removal of the old hydro dam in 
Streetsville.

THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF THE CORPORATION OF 


TALE CITY OF MISSISSAUGA ENACTS AS FOLLOWS: 


1. Notwithstanding the provisions of By-Law No. 1227, 
as. amendcd, of the former Town of Port Credit, the 

lands described in Schedule "A" to this by-law shall 

be used for no other purpose than the erection of 

an apartment building as shown on the site plan attached 
hereto as Schedule "B", which Schedule "B" forms part 

of this by-law. The said building shall comply in so 
far as gross floor area, open area, building height 

and parking with the Schedule of Restrictions endorsed 


upon Scheaule "B". 


2. For the purposes of this by-law in computing 

the maximum residential gross floor area within the said 
apartment building there shall be included the total 

of the areas of each residential storey of the building 
measured between the outside faces of exterior walls of 
the building at the level of each storey but excluding 
any area usec for recreetional purposes, stairwells, 
elevator shafts, entrance lobbies at ground level, locker 


rooms, service rooms, mechanical or heating equipment rocrns,

or parking within the building. 


3. Except where the same are inconsistent with the 
provisions of this by-law the provisions of By-Law No. 1227,

EXPLANATORY NOTE 


Re: Appeal to the Ontario Municipal hoard 
211 to 13 Helene Street North and 66 to 
70 High Strect East, City of Mississauga, 
Formerly Port Credit 


The proposed by-law will change the existing 
zoning by-law designation of R.4 to a designation of R.4 
with permitted density of 2.5 times the lot area. At 


the present time, the permitted density is 1 times the lot 


area. 


The existing Official Plan designation in this 
area is High Density Residential with a permitted density 
of 2.5 times the lot area. The proposed zoning amendment 


is in conformity with this Official Plan designation. 


The Applicant proposes to construct a condominium 
apartment building containing 47 three bedroom units and one 
two bedrcom unit. This, using the design figures of the 
Mississauga Planning Board, would yield some two hundred persons. 
However, the Applicant has purposely and carefully designed this 
building to meet a specific need not as a family building, but

Recent developments include the first formal meeting 
of the Federal - Provincial Committee on Noise which was held 
in Ottawa in April. Officials of various Federal Departments 
and representatives from the majority of the provinces discussed 
progress in noise control and outlined areas where concerted effort 
was required. One Sub-Committee was established to deal with 
specific noise sources, and another to deal with more general 
aspects of community noise. 


Let me affirm that I recognize the necessity of 
controlling the pollution of our environment by noise. Also, 
I assure you that we are increasing our efforts to develop an 
effective national noise control program which will address the 
problems you have raised.

There have been a few complaints by passengers but 

if they are only willing to listen for a few minutes 
to our explanation of the reasons for the system, they 
usually admit that it makes sense. 


If passengers do not have the exact cash for the fare, 
the driver accepts whatever bill or coins they have 
and issues a Redemption Coupon for the difference 
betwecn the amount paid and that of the fare, which 
the passenger can cash at the office. 


Attached to the redemption coupon is the “Fare Coupon". 
When the driver receives moncy from a passenger, 
(s)he folds the coupon along the perforated line “ 
in the centre, punches the amount received and that 
of the fare simultaneously in the redemption and 

the fare coupon. ; 

The passenger receives the Redemption Coupon and 

the driver retains the Fare Coupon, which(s)he 

hands in at the office with the money reccived 

from the passencer. 

The numbers printed on the coupons and the symbol 

of the holes punched in the tickets enable office 
staff to determine which driver issued a particular 
redemption coupon, if (s)he delays in submitting 

fare coupon and money to the office. 

Money received from passengers in connection with 
redemption coupons is thus not put in the fare box 
but retained by the driver. 

The refumi is paid to the passendqcer upon presentation 
of the redemption coupon and is alterwards 

reconciled with the fare coupon ana moncy handcd 

in by lhe driver.

COMMITTEES 
ORIGIN Request received from the City Manager August 19, 
1974. 
~ COMMENTS (i) Need for Standardization 


Presently there is not a standardized form that is 
used for the preparation of reports which are to be 
submitted to Council or its various committees. 
There appears to be a valid need for standardiza- 
tion in that very often the readers of the report, 
due to time restrictions, are not always able to 
read the entire report and, therefore, the con- 
clusions and recommendations should be readily 
identifiable. 


(ii) Planning Department Reports 


In reviewing various reporting forms used, both 
in this municipality and others, it appears that 
the format used by the Planning Department, with 
minor modifications, is most desirable. The report 
Clearly establishes the subject and the origin at 
the beginning. Throughout the entire repor< sub- 
headings are used and numbcred to provide rapid 
referral to a given section. This use of sub-headings 
and numbering also enables a better discussion to take 
place during meetings in that it is very easy for 
one person to identify the section of the report 

vw about which he is speaking for the benefit of others.

(iii) File Numbers 


Persons submitting reports for the consideration of 
Council should be encouraged to not only use the 

file number which affects their department, but also 
where practical, the file number of any other depart- 
ment involved. This usually means the Clerk's De- 
partment in that most requests for reports originate 
from this Department. It should not create any 
difficulty as the writer of the report usually has 
the Clerk's letter at hand with the file number on 
at. 


(iv) Listing Alternatives 


This Council has expressed a desire to have reports 
Placed before them carefully listing all alterna- 
tive actions possible, together with a full dis- 
cussion of each alternative, followed by the Depart- 
ment Head's recommendation. Each of these alterna- 
tives should be clearly labelled through the use of 
marginal sub-headings.. 


(v) Departmental Benefits 


If a report is set out in a standardized form, at the 
end of which all of the recommendations put for- 
warded in the general discussion, are brought to- 
gether and clearly enunciated at the end of the 
report, the originating department will benefit in 
that there will be no mistake in anyone's mind as 
to exactly what was adopted. The Council will find 
it easier to make a decision with regard to each 
recommendation if it is clearly set out at the end 
and the department will have the benefit of having 
a report adopted which has been written in such a 
manner that it will provide the approval sought by 
the department in the precise wording required. 


(vi) Layout = 
Presently the Planning Staff clearly sets out the 
various gencral headings on the left side of the 
page. This tends to restrict the amount of space 
remaining for the actual report. For this reason, 
in preparing this report, I have attempted to use 

as much of the page as possible, while still retain- 
ing the principle of setting the main headings in 


.a column on the left hand side of the page for clear 


visible reference.

Your letter of July 10, 1974 to the Chairman, pursuant to 
Council Resolution No. 513, having to do with overhead 
wires, was discussed at the Commission meeting on August 
27, 1974. 


The Commission recalled that this same matter was discussed 
at some length at its regular 1974 May meeting and that the 
Commission agreed that it should have a policy relating to 
a systematic long term replacement of overhead circuits with 
buried circuits, commencing with main thoroughfares. I was 
requested to advise the City of the Commission's decision 
which was done by letter of June 3, 1974, last paragraph. 


At present the Commission has not finalized a policy or plan 
for conversion from overhead to underground. It does however 
expect that it will be ready to make a presentation to Council 
in November or December of this year. Hydro Staff will co- 
ordinate with personnel from Streetsville and Port Credit 
Utilities during formulation of a proposal.

Thank you for your letter of August 13, 1974, 
calling my attention to items 4 and 5 of the Mississauga 
City Council recommendations of July 9, 1974, regarding 
vehicular noise. 


My Ministry is presently engaged in the drafting 
of regulations pertaining to noise under The Environmental 
Protection Act. Priority is being given to a regulation 
dealing with the noise from roadway vehicles. It has been 
drafted and field trials are currently being carried out 
in Hamilton and Toronto. These field trials consist of 
the monitoring of vehicular traffic at carefully chosen 
locations. Vehicles emitting noise in excess of the proposed 
regulatory levels are stopped by a police officer and the 
@river is handed a printed form for the purpose of education 
rather than citation. The field trials are for the purpose 
of testing the regulation before promulgation and have led 
to some changes. 


Many attempts have been made in the past by a 
variety of jurisdictions to control noise, but very often 
these attempts have been unsuccessful. We are expending 
considerable time and effort to ensure that our regulations 
are realistic and enforceable. 


NO ACTION REQUIRED AT THIS TIME 
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Your request for the establishment of vehicle 
inspection stations in the City of Mississauga will be 
considered in the course of the appropriate implementation

On December 10, 1973, a Master Agreement was 
signed by the Province and the Federal Government 
providing for Federal and Provincial aid to 
municipalities to improve neighbourhoods. Eligible 
costs are shared 50% by the Federal Government, 25% 
by the Province, and 25% by the local municipality 
or Region. 


Neighbourhoods must be predominantly 
residential, with a substantial portion of the housing 
in them in need of rehabilitation. 


Seventeen million dollars were allocated to 
Ontario in 1973-74 by the Federal Government for this 
program. This amount, together with the Province's 
share, has now been allocated to 35 municipalities. 


Thirteen million dollars will be allocated to 
the Province for the calendar year January 1 - December 
31, 1975. 1975 allocations must be made by December l, 
1974. 


I am pleased to enclose the criteria by which 
municipalities will be selected for 1975 in the hope 
that your municipality may wish to participate.

That the municipal planning programme in- 
cludes an approved official plan and a 
Neighbourhood Improvement policy statement 
satisfactory to the Provincial Minister 
containing information on: 


(1) Low income residential neighbourhoods 
which contains significant amount of 
substandard housing; 


(2) An examination of public services and 
facilities in those neighbourhoods 
indicating deficiencies and deterioration 
known at that time;

(4) Analysis of programs of legislation which 
might be used in improving the housing 
and services; 


(5) An assessment of the desires of the re- 
sidents of those neighbourhoods to 
participate in the program;
